Everybody knows in a generai 
way how important it is to give vuhe 
teeth a good cleaning and to rinse 
the mouth out first thing in the 
morning. The object, of course, 18 
to remove the accumulation of bac- 
teria, which gather on the ieeth, 
gums, tongue and palate during the 
hours of sleep. How many germs 
do you suppose accumulate during 
the night’s sleep! 

In answer to this question E. C. 
Bousfield, writing in The Lancet, 
gives some interesting and rather 
startling figures, which are worth 
quoting. He states that he has 
found the mouth on waking in the 
morning to contain about three thou- 
sand million bacteria capable of 
being removed by a five-fold rinsiag 
with twenty-five cubic centimeters 
of water éach time. After ordin- 
ary washing of the teeth with a 

rd tooth-brush, about one-fourth 
the number could stil] be rinsed 
away. After using tooth paste 
only one hundred and twenty mil- 
lions were left. ; '

INDIAN AS MOOSE HUNTER. 


He Has the White Man Beaten in 
This Sport. 


While the Indian is not consider- 
ed the equal of the expert white 
man as a rifle shot, he is the best 
moose shot in the woods. This 
sinewy, fleet-footed woodsman is . 
fond of picking up a moose trail 
just after a light snow has fallen. 
Then, in light marching order, he 
will follow the animal across the 
country until he tires him out or 
kiils him. The process frequently 
takes from three to four days, and 
it is possible only to the hardiest 
of pursuers. 

When first started a moose wil! 
make off through the woods with 
the speed of an express train. If 
it is early in the season and there 
has been but a light fall of snow, 
the travelling 1s good and it is a 
simple matter to follow the trail.

SOAP BUBBLES. 


Thinness of the Gray Hued Films Just | 
Before They Burst. 
What is a soap bubble? Nothing but | 








a film of water molecules held together 
by the cohesive power of soap in solu- 
tion. A soap bubble’s size and strength 


depend upon the right composition of | 
the mixture that furnishes its mate- | 


rial The colors in a soap bubble are 
due to what is known in physics as the 
interference of light, and depend upon 
the varying thickness of the film of 
water. 

The observer who watches a bubble 
as it is blown will notice that the col- 
ors rapidly chase one another over the 
filmy globe. He will also see that 


they vary in hue, growing less and 
| less bright at the top of the bubble 


because there gravity stretches it 
downward and makes the film thip- 
nest. 

It is a singular fact that the last 
color to appear on a soap bubble just 
before it breaks is a gray tint. The 
thickness of the film when this tint 
appears upon it is less than the one 
hundred and fifty-eix-thousandth of ap 
inch. 

Were. a soap bubble to be magnified 
to the size of the earth and the mole- 
cules magnified in proportion, then the 
whole structure would be as coarse 
grained as a globe of small Jeadsbot 
touching one another at their surfaces.

Measuring Moonlight. 

The full moon is said to give @ great 
deal more than twice the light of the 
balf moon. The ratio is approximately 
as nine to one. Taking advantage of 
the extreme sensitiveness to light of 
a selenium cell, experimenters have 
measured the amount of light coming 
from the moon at different phases, 
with the result above mentioned. The 
reason for the remarkable difference 
shown is to be found in the varying 
angles of reflection presented by the 
roughened surface of our satellite to 
the sun. The moon is brighter be- 
tween first quarter and full than be- 
tween ful] and last quarter. The 
cause of this is evident in the more 
highly reflective character of that 
part of the moon that lies west of its 
meridian. ¢

WRIGGLING SIGNS. 


How the Movable Effect Is Obtained 
In Electrical Designs. 

A great many electric signs are of 
the moying type Walk down most 
any city street after dark and you 
will see many illuminated signs of 
novel and interesting design. Here a 
long red and blue snake seems to be 
wiggling from the street to the top of 
a building. On the other side a wheel 
is rapidly revolving, below it yellow 
smoke is issuing in clouds from e huge 
brown cigar. There is also a large 
theater sign which suddenly flashes 
into view, only to disappear after an 
interval long enough to read it. 

It is quite puzzling to the ordinary 
pedestrian to explain the wonderful 
light effects. It is apparent that the 
light is obtained from electricity, bug 
this is about all that is understood. In 
such signs as where a snake seems to 
be wriggling along. a cat chases a rat, 
words that spell themseives ljetter by 





letter and in all otber similar signs the. 


effect is produced by a mechanical 
device called a “flasher,” which lights 
the tiny electric sign lamps in the or 
Ger required to produce the effect. 
This flasher is driven by a tiny motor. 

The flasher is made up of a number 
of Ongers, and each finger drops in its 
turn upon a meta! plate that is elec- 
trically connected witb a certain letter 
or series of letters, or, in the case of 
the snake or rat chasers, with certain 
bulbs. The flasher is driven rapidly, 
and in this way the snake can be 
speeded around its course very swift- 
ly.

OUR SENSITIVE PLANET. 


Constant Changes Ir the Shane of the 
Earth's Crust. 

One naturally thinks of the earth's 
crust as being exceedingly solid and 
stable, except perhaps in volcanic re 
gions where esrthquakes are of fre- 
quent occurrence. As a matter of 
fact, however, the shell of our planet 
is extremely sensitive and most dell- 
cately balanced, so that under the in- 
fluences of causes that seem altogeth- 
er insignificant in comparison witb the 
gigantic bulk and weight of tbe earth 
it yields and fluctuates in a most 
AaMazing manner. 

To an eye so placed as to be capa- 
ble of taking in at one comprehensive 
glance the whole round outline of the 
globe it would not appear of precisely 
the same shape during an entire day 
or even ap bour. Most of the changes 
referred to are, of course, very slight 
when compared with the size of the 
earth itself. 

The operation of atmospheric and 
oceanic and other similar causes is 
continnally bringing about changes in 
the shape of the earth's crust. One 
of the most interesting of the agencies 
whereby suck alterations are effected 
is the carrying power of rivers. Wher- 
ever a great quantity of sand and 
gravel is being brought down from the 
interior of a continent and poured into 
the sea, as, for instance, alongsthe 
northwestern coast of Europe or the 
gulf coast of the United States, the 
weight of the earth's crust is slowly 
increasing, and the consequence is 
seen in the gradua! subsidence of the 
shore. 

Such a einking has been going on 
for thousands of years along the North 





| sea coast and on the continental side 
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of the British channel. A similar de 
pression is occurring on the eastern 
edge of our own country and along 
the gulf of Mexico. It has been esti- 
mated that the guif coast is sinking 
at the rate of nearly two feet in a 
century. 

Corresponding elevations must, of 
course, occur elsewhere. And to these 
slow changes in the level of the earth's 
crust earthquakes are due as well as 
to the more violent loca! disturbances 
created by volcanic action.—Harper’s

Some Comment: en He Proper Use of 
These Two Words. 
Mat.y persons who otherwise speak 


and write correctly are not always 
quite sure of the proper place for 
“shall” and ‘will’ and for ‘“‘would’”’ 
and ‘‘should.”’ The greater uncertain- 
ty arises with would and should. Com- 
menting on this. a grammarian in 


T. P.’s London Weekly admits that 
one may, if he wishes to lay stress 
on his intentions, say, “I will never 
forget your kindness,’’ but most per- 
sons will prefer to soften the “I will’ 
to “‘I shall,’’ making it an expression 
of futurity. On the other hand, if 
some person should ask ‘Will I put 
some coals on the fire?’’ an appro- 
priate answer would (not should) be 
that you could not tell, not having 
prophetic information as to his in- 
tention. This grammarian informs 
us that we must say, “Should you 
be surprised to learn?’ because we 
expect the answer, “I should (or, I 
should not) be surprised.” 

Unless this means ‘Ought you to be 
surprised?’’ the rule seems arbitrary 
and scarcely in accord with common 


yractice. Would conveys & more abso- 
ute sense of futurity and is less am- 
biguous. In the Bible it is used 
even with the firet person — for ex- 


ample (I. Samuel] xx, 9), “If I knew 
certainly that evil were to come a be 
thee would not I tell thee?” ut 
modern English seems to have de- 
veloped an excessive partiality for 
should, both in questions and in such 
incorrect sentences as “He should be 
fifty to-day,” “He should have liked 
this,’ ete. A striking instance is the 
phrase “It should seem,” which oc- 
curs in our best writers, yet it 18 
wholly ungrammatical. The objection 
to this use of should is that it leads 
to confusion between futurity and 
obligation, 

If we cannot recover the first per- 
sonal use of would let us at least re- 
fuse to drop it in other persons. 
Those who retain it either in ques- 
tions or in the exceedingly common 
“IT would like’ are at worst preserv- 
ing an old idiom, while their mean- 
ing is made more transparently clear 
than if they had used the equivocal 
should.

| The great bulk of the so-called 
potato flour that is sold at retail in 
the groceries of Germany for cook- 
ing purposes is simply finely ground 
and sifted potato starch. There is, 
however, a flour obtained by grind- 
ing and the bolting dried potatoes

‘‘When a profound dislike of ex- 
istence gets the upper hand,’’ he 
says, ‘‘the after effect of a great 
error in diet of which a people has 
been long guilty comes to light 
The spread of Buddhism (not it: 
origin) is thus to a considerable ex- 
tent dependent on the excessive and 
almost exclusive rice fare of the 
Hindoos and on the universal en- 
ervation that results thereform. 

The immense prevalence of 
rice eneng impels to the use of 
opium and narcotics, in like man 
ner as the immense prevalence of 
potato-eating impeis to the use of 
brandy. It also impels, however, 
in its more subtle after-effects, tc 
modes of thought and feeling 
which operate narcotically.”’

It has been my practice for a 
umber of years to raise two litters 
of pigs a year. To do this success- 
‘ully I find that one must not al- 
low over-stocking, but rather should 
3e]l off a portion of the pigs soon 
after weaning time, keeping only 
30 many as he knows he can ac- 
sommodate with good quarters and 
renerous feeding. One must not 
slight pigs during cold weather, 
tither in housing or feeding. 

Besides dry nesting-quarters, tho 
rigs should have a good-sized lot 
in which they may get plenty of 
*xercise. Growing pigs should not 
xe crowded into close, filthy quar- 
‘ers, exposed to vermin and dis- 
ase. 

Our winter pigs are very profit- 
‘bly fed upon whole corn in the 
‘odder, as they delight in getting 
heir feed from this material. I 
ind that they eat very much of the 
‘odder, which forms a fine diet. Th: 
‘obs and coarse stalks are raked 
ip and burned frequently, afford- 
-ng the pigs a generous supply of 
sharcoal. 

I aim to keep a cow, for every 
‘itter of milk-stuffs I can grow a 
onunch of winter pigs, and with the 
nilk and a supply of pigs equal tc 
he spring litters. 


KEEP SEED POTATOES COOL. 
Potatoes intended for seed 


should be kept hard and plump 
luring the winter, and this can be 
lone only by keeping them so coo! 
hat they will not sprout. When 
otatues sprout they take part of 
-he starch that is stored up in them 
ind manufacture it into living 
‘ells. This energy is all wasted, 
‘or the sprouts have to be pulled 
off. 

Some farmers make it a point to 
sprout their potatoes once or twice 
luring the winter, this being done 
to prevent their growing. But the 
vmount of energy thus lost is con 
siderable and the loss increases as 
he winter draws to a close. 

I raise potatoes in large quanti 
ties, and each year place them in 
cold storage. I prefer to pay the

In the spring the potatoes come 
out of the cold stor€ge house in per- 
fect condition, and it takes but a 
few weeks for them to develop 
strong sprouts that rise out of the 
soil and develop strong stalks and 
leaves. 

Many farmers have not the op- 
portunity to put their potatoes in 
cold storage houses, but they should 
endeavor to keep their potatoes at 
a very low temperature. The near- 
er 23 degrees. potatoes are kept, 
the better.—W. 8.

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FIRST COUSINS, 
Offspring of Their Marriage 
Liable to Be Deat Mutes. 


The seriousness of the visk run 
by first cousins who marry is em- 
phasized by Miss Ethel Elderton, a 
co-worker with Professor Kar] 
Pearson at the Galton Laboratory 
for National Eugenics, London Un1- 
versity. Marriages between near 
kin, sucu as uticle and niece, aunt 
and nephew, or gfandparent and 
grandchild, are forbiddea mainly on 
the principle of resemblance. Miss 
Elderton therefore determined to 
see whether cousins are as much 
alike as any of these pairs of re- 
latives, She studied the cases 
of no fewer than 6,000 pairs of 
cousins, with a view to endeavor- 
ing to measure the degree of re- 
semblance in health, intelligence, 
success, temper, and temperament. 

The conclusion she came to was 
this—that the general resemblance 
between cousins is about half that 
between brother and sister, and 
vactically the same as that shown 
. statistics of uncles and nieces 
and of aunts and nephews.
